butter. As some might object that 
this must have been an exceptional 
month, we will assume an average of 
twenty cars & mouth, 400,000 pounds 
of butter. Putting the price at 25 
cents a pound, this would make an 
average of $100,000 a month seat to 
the northern states for an article

MIAMI. July M.-Throuth lu do- 


putment of geological surrey th 
United States government will main- 
tain several of the stations establish 
ed by the drainage commission for 
taking measurements of itreami an 
the run-oft of the Everglades. War- 
ren E. Hall, district engineer of th 
geological rarer to charge of th 
southeastern states, has spent th 
past few days In thoroughly going 
over the work that the oommluion I 
doing in this regard, and says that as 
many stations for the taking o 
measurements would be maintains 
as the available funds tor this purpos 
will permit. 


It Is considered that this latest 


Uon of the government Indicates a 
grownlg appreciation of the value o 
this territory and the general demani 
of the public for information regard 
Ing the Everglades backed by the 
seal of the government. The move- 
ment of the geological department Is 
considered highly significant, and one 
that promises great good for the Ever- 
glades and this section of the state. 


At present the drainage commission 
s maintaining nine stations in deter- 
mining the run-off of the 'Qlades. 
s not probable that the governmen 
will flnd itself In the possession o 
unds with which to maintain all o 
these stations it is said, but one wil 
Ikely be established at the lake, and 
a second on the Klsslmmee river. Ai 
both these stations the current of the 
streams will be measured, the rainfal 
will be gauged and other data secured 
which is of value to the department 
of surface water in arranging statistics 


Until the present time no stations 


have ever been established in the 
Everglades, and no attempt made on 
the part of the department to get 
accurate data concerning the surface 
water in the central part of the great 
Florida peninsula. The reason tor 
this. It Is stated, is that until the 
present time the maintenance of such 
tations would have cost a large 
amount. Inasmuch as men wouU 
Ither have had to be maintained at 
the stations to attend to the measure- 


tents, or men would have had Co be 


sent from Fort Lauderdale In launch- 
s every so often to make the read- 
ings. Until recently there nave been 
o settlements properly located for 
this work. Now some person living 
n the lake will be employed to take 
readings twice each day. It Is pro- 
tosed to establish one station near 
'art Bassenger, on Klssimmee river. 
While here Mr. Hall visited hie 
rother, B, M. Hall, Jr., who is con- 
eeted with the drainage commission 
which la preparing a comprehensive 
report upon the Everglades. He has 
Iraen stationed at Lake Okeechobee 
upertntending the taking of measure- 
ments at that place.

If one who "make* two blade* 


grass grow where but one grew be- 
fore" Is a benefactor to mankind, 
surely those who labor to reduce su 
fering are at least more worthy 
gratitude. 


On every hand It seems that fell dis- 


ease is lurking to entrap the Ignoraa 
or careless and bring suffering or, per- 
haps, untimely death upon them. 


Much Buffering is caused by dis- 


eases that we know not how to es- 
cape, but there are a number that ma. 
be avoided by taking proper preoau 
tlons, and among this latter class 
malaria. 


The highest medical authorities as- 


sert, nay insist, that by using- proper 
care most. If not all, cases of malaria 
may be prevented. 


Some years ago It was believed 


many i that night air was the means b' 
which malaria was taken Into the sys- 
tem, and that by keeping out of th 
night air persons would escape the 
disease. Some went so far as to close 
all doors and windows at night ani 
sweltered in, and breathed over and 
over, the air confined in the {rouse 
thinking to escape "catching" it Tha 
there was more danger from infection 
at night was true, but the manner o 
nfection was not understood. Hai 
hese persons known more about the 
truth their nights would have been 
more pleasant 


Aside from the danger of others be- 


ing exposed to Infection it doesn' 
sound well to have even an occasion 
al case In a community. So it would 
seem to be a wise plan to try to in 
erest every one possible to urge upon 
the!/neighbors to make a united ef 
on to starve old "malaria" out of ex 
stence. 


Careful experiments seem to prove 


without doubt that malarial germs are 
carried only by the "Anophele" mos- 
ulto that has bitten a subject suffer- 
ing from the disease. And that all 
anapholes do not have the germs, but 
those that have and can, therefore, in 
ect persons with the germs, are ano- 
heles that have been feeding upon 
persons having malaria and are, per- 


ips, sick anopheles. 
Persons have gone into the very 


worst malarious districts and by care- 


illy screening their houses and keep- 


ing within the house from before sun- 
own until after sunrise, have lived 
or months without any touch of the 


The** experiments seem to 


rove that the germs that convey the 
Isea** are carried only at night; 


that the anophele is abroad and does 


feeding, and is, therefore, danger- 


us only from sunset to sunrise. 
By observing the following simple 
ireotlons it is claimed that malarial 
case* may b* reduced to a minimum: 


1. Closely screen every door and 


window, and stop every crevice that 
will permit a mosquito to enter. 


2. Keep Insld* the house from be- 


fore sundown until after sunrise the 
ext morning. 
3. To protect other*, extreme care 


should b* used to prevent a single 
mosquito from biting any one sick 
with malaria, as a person bitten by an 
anophele that had bitten the patient 


ooM take th* disease, or. at toast, 


run a great risk. 


It Is claimed that by preventing the 
oophele from biting malarial patients 
that malaria would b* starved out,

INSPECTORS TO WATCH GAUOES 


TO DETERMINE AMOUNT OP 
/LOW OP WATER THROUGH 


DRAINAGE DITCHES. 


MIAMI. July M.-Through its de- 


partment of geological survey th 
United States government will main- 
tain several of the stations establish 
ed by the drainage commission for 
taking measurements of streams and 
the run-off of the Everglades. War- 
ren E. Hall, district engineer of the 
geological survey in charge of the 
southeastern states, has spent the 
past few days in thoroughly going 
over the work that the commission Is 
doing in this regard, and says that as 
many stations for the taking o 
measurements would be maintains 
as the available funds tor this purpose 
will permit 


It is considered that this latest ac- 


tion of the government Indicates a 
grownig appreciation of the value o 
this territory and the general demand 
of the public for information regard 
ing the Everglades backed by the 
seal of the government 
The move- 


ment of the geological department is 
considered highly significant, and one 
that promises great good for the Ever- 
glades and this section of the state. 


At present the drainage commission 
s maintaining nine stations in deter- 
mining the run-off of the 'Qlades. It 
is not probable that the government 
will find itself In the possession of 
unda with which to maintain all of 
these stations it is said, but one will 
ikely be established at the lake, and 
a second on the Kisslmmee river. At 
mitt these stations the current of the 
streams will be measured, the rainfall 
will be gauged and other data secured 
which is of value to the department 
of surface water in arranging statistics. 


Until the present time no stations 


tave ever been established in the 
Everglades, and no attempt made on 
the part of the department to get 
accurate data concerning the surface 
water in the central part of the great 
Florida peninsula. The reason for 
this, it is stated, is that until the 
present time the maintenance of such 
tatlons would have cost a large 
amount. Inasmuch as men would 
either have had to be maintained at 
the stations to attend to the measure- 
ments, or men would have had Co be 
sent from Fort Lauderdale In launch- 
is every so often to make the read- 
Ings. Until recently there have been 
no settlements properly located for 
this work. Now some person living 
n the lake will be employed to take 
readings twice each day. It Is pro- 
tosed to establish one station near 
'ort Bassenger, on Kissimmee river. 
While here Mr. Hall visited hit 


jrother, B, M. Hall, Jr., who Is con- 
eeted with the drainage commission 


which la preparing a comprehensive 
report upon the Everglades. He has 


a stationed at Lake Okeechobee 


upertnUndlng the taking of measure- 
ments at that place. H. J. Dean is In 
charge of the measurements at the 
ower end of the canals. This work 
f measuring the surface water will 


continued until the first of Novem- 


ber, when the report of the eommto- 
ston is to be made, although the rest 
f the field work Is now practically 
complete.

POSSIBLY ERADICATED. 


Editor of the New Smyrna News: 


If one who "BUMS two blades o 


grass grow where bat one crew be- 
fore" is a benefactor to mankind, 
surely those who labor to reduce sul 
fering are at least more worthy o 
gratitude. 


On every hand it seems that fell dis- 


ease Is lurking to entrap the ignoran 
or careless and bring suffering or, per- 
haps, untimely death upon them. 


Much Buffering Is caused by dis- 


eases that we know not how to es- 
cape, but there are a number that may 
be avoided by taking proper preoau 
Uons, and among this latter class is 
malaria. 


The highest medical authorities 


sort, nay Insist, that by using proper 
care most If not all, cases of malaria 
may be prevented. 


Some years ago It was believed by 


many i that night air was the means by 
which malaria was taken into the sys- 
tem, snd that by keeping out of the 
night air persons would escape the 
disease. Some went so far as to close 
all doors and windows at night ant 
sweltered In, and breathed over and 
over, the air confined in the house 
thinking to escape "catching" it That 
there was more danger from Infection 
at night was true, but the manner o 
nfectlon was not understood. Ha< 
hese persons known more about the 
truth their nights would have been 
more pleasant 


Aside from the danger of others be- 


ing exposed to Infection it doesn't 
sound well to have even an occasion 
al case In a community. So it would 
seem to be a wise plan to try to In 
erest every one possible to urge upon 
thet/neighbors to make a united ef- 
ort to starve old "malaria'' out of ex- 
stence. 


Careful experiments seem to prove 


without doubt that malarial germs are 
carried only by the "Anophele" mos- 
quito that has bitten a subject suffer- 
ing from the disease. And that all 
anapholes do not have the germs, but 
those that have and can, therefore. In- 
ert persons with the germs, are ano- 
pheles that have been feeding upon 
«rsons having malaria and are, per- 
ips, sick anopheles. 
Persons have gone Into the very 


worst malarious districts and by care- 
ully screening their houses and keep- 
ng within the house from before sun- 
own until after sunrise, have lived 
or months without any touch of the 


The** experiments seem to 


rove that the germs that convey the 
Iseass are carried only at night; 
tat the anophele It abroad and does 
to feeding, and Is, therefore, danger- 
us only from sunset to sunrise. 
By observing the following simple 
ireoUons it is claimed that malarial 


case* may be reduced to a minimum: 


1. Closely screen every door and 


window, and stop every crevice that 
will permit a mosquito to enter. 


2. Keep Inside the house from be- 


fore sundown until after sunrise the 
ext morning. 
3. To protect others, extreme care 


should b* used to prevent a single 
mosquito from biting any one sick 
with malaria, as a parson bitten by an 
anophele that had bitten the patient 
would take th* disease, or. at toast, 
run a great risk. 


It Is claimed that by preventing the 


anophele from biting malarial patients 
that malaria would b* starved out 
woald b* doe* away with, aad become

It appears feasible, howevw 


to at least greatly lessen the numuer 
of cases In the very near future and 
perhaps, to eventually wipe It out 
together. 


One difficulty to to get the people to 


know these things, and the very ones 
who ought to know these things are 
the very ones that are most difflcul 
to reach. 


It would seem that the school! 


would be one very good way to reach 
some. Doctors could Impress their 
patients, especially when treating the 
disease, cities and towns could call 
attention to the facts boards of .tealth 
oould recommend, and every one can 
agitate the matter and all feel that 
they are engaged In a noble work o 
preventing suffering. 


Persons who assist in lessening 


evils are not only engaged in a noble 
work, and benefactors of mankind 
but are deserving of the gratitude o! 
their neighbors, and many times are 
rewarded by themselves or their fam 
lies escaping the evils they have 
helped to lessen. 


The relations of our lives are so 


complicated that the duty we perform 
may later 'unexpectedly bring happi 
ness Into our own lives; while duties 
nelgected may be the cause of sorrow 
n after years. "Cast thy bread upon 
the waters, for thou shall find it after 
many days." 


Every person living In Florida, or 


visiting tbe State, Is interested—vital 
y interested—in reducing the number 
of malarial cases to the lowest possi 
de limit It Is demanded for self-pro- 
tection, for family protection, for 
neighborhood protection, and to pro- 
tect the winter visitor who trusts us 
to make health conditions as safe as 
tossible.
